PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 13.—The most im- 


portant arrests ever made in this part of 
the country were begun at an early hour 
yesterday morning and before nightfall the 
officers of the Fan-Handle railroad had in 
custody tbe most daring gang of railroad 
robbers this country has, ever known. 
How many members belong to it is not 
made public, but they run up into the 
hundreds. Their stealings extended over 
a period ol two or three years, and the 
amount stolen reaches $503,000. Simul- 
taneous arrests were made all along the 
lino of the Pan-Handle road between here 
and Columbus. Warrants have been in 
the hands of the officers for some time, 
and the persons arrested will comprise 
nearly the entire frciffhtmen of the line. 
They include conductors, brakemen, en- 
gineers and firemen. The ringleaders of 
the gang outside the railroad business 


re known, and some of ihem are now un- 
rr arrest 
The first arrests were made about two 
c'ock in the morning, the police sur- 
rising eighteen men at their boardmg- 
ouses. The men were taken Tat once to 


Jail, further arrests were made be- 


ween two o'clock uad daylight, when 
orty-six men, all railroad employes, con- 
uctors, brakemen, Urcmen and engineers 
vere behind the bars. In speaking of the 
rrests u prominent officer of the Pan- 
landle road ssld:

ward.

As near as we can 
estimate it these robberies have been go- 
ing on for two years.

The individuals of these crews 
were then each of them tracked down, 
and I may say here, that so closely Were 
the stolen goods located that out of all tbe

Of course you understand that our 
methods used in ascertaining all this can 
not be made public. Suffice -it to say, 
that we have our hands on every thievish 
employe, and we are In easy reach of 
those who are not arrested.

exclusive credit of the rich haul that 
filled the drag net.

We have 
evidence that a freight conductor broke 
Into a car, opened a piano and sat and 
played it all night, stopping at midnight 
to eat 
his supper 
off the polished 


top. The same fellow was thumping a 
piano in a dive last night when captured. 
Another brakeman, who lives on Wylie 
avenue, stole a bolt of cloth, bad » suit 
made for himsett and gave the cloth far 
two other suits to two of his friends. 
Another man has beacme an expert on 
a stolen accordeon. 
In all my ex- 


perience of twenty-nine years 1 never 
saw such a taste for miscellaneous steal- 
ing. 
Every thing except a coffin and a 


blacksmith's anvil has been stolen and 
made use of. Some ot our detectives as- 
sured me this morning that not a man was 
arrested but had from half a dozen to a 
dozen pairs of clean socks of the finest 
quality and a large assortment of shirts 


all kinds."

The I., D. & S. Extension. - 


The Reporter has it from authority 


that the proposed extension of the I., D. 
& S. Bailway westward is a certainty and 
a fact to be materialized in a very short 
time. It will ~bo done under the manage- 
ment of the new Indianapolis, Qniney 
and Missouri River Railroad company. 
While it is a fact that the new road 
would desire the right of way through 
the city of Decatur, and wonld even meet 
the city in any fair and just proposition 
with that end in view, it is still more cer- 
tain that the road will not make any un- 
just or uncalled for advances. On the 
other hand, if any advances are to be 
made, they should be proffered by the 
city. The road recognizes the import- 
ance of Decatnr as the division point of 
the system, and wishes to treat her fair 
and well. This can only be done by the 
city recognizing the importance of 
through roads, and the vast benefit to be 
derived therefrom, and making the proper 
concessions. This is the one fault to be 
found with Pecatur. While other cities 
are soliciting business and railroad cor- 
porations, and offering cash advances to 
bring them to their midst, Decatur hangs 
back, waits for the corporations to make 
the advances, and then] makes a; spas- 
modic movement at the wrong tune. The 
wrong spirit prevails here in this regard. 
What she needs is an organized club 
composed of the leading citizens, ready 
and willing to subscribe to a fund for the 
purpose of inducing such corporations to 
come to Decatnr. No city can offer bet- 
ter advantages. In the case of the I., D. 
& 8. road, should they secure a right of 
way, 
we have every reason to believe, 


from reports known to us, that the gen- 
eral shops would be removed from Indi- 
anapolis to Decatur, making Decatur the 
division point between Indianapolis and 
Quincy. The I., D. & 8. would hardly be 
second then to the Wabash in the benefit 
to be given to the city.

All Decatur will have to do, is to make a

How the I'eople Act and l*ok—The Ke-

Poverty and Taxation—Cuban Markets. 


(Special Correspondence. 1 


HAVANA, April 0.—I met Senator Chace, 


of Hhodo Island, In the Hotel Fasage this 
morning, and in fact the city of Havana 
seems to 1» filled with American tourists. 
Wo ore growing very close to Cuba, imd this 
most foreign ol foreign countries will In the 
future attract many who do not relish the 
long Atlantic trip. There is talk of a rail- 
road over the Florida keys from Florida to 
Key Went, and when this ii completed the 
United Status will be only six hours from 
Cuba. Cue can then go to bed at K«r West 
and wake to flod ulnwelf steaming Into the 
beautiful harbor of Havana. He can see tie 
sunset in ono civilization, and awaking see 
it rise upon another. I foresee in Cuba one 
of the great winter resorts of the United 
States, and it will not be strange if the 
iilanil 
soon 
belongs 
to 
iw 
entirely. 


Many cf our statesmen have coveted it in 
time* past, and President Polk offered Spain 
1100,01)0,000 for it. But Cuba was Joint? well 
then, beet sugar had not ruined her cane pro- 
duct, and Spain rejected the offer. There 
was another attempt to get it shortly before 
Buchanan became president, and Buchanan 
was aided in getting his nomination by bis 
connection with thii movement. It failed, 
and the island now hangs like a great weight 
about the neck of Spain, which has been long 
crawling through the sand of bankruptcy. 
(Juba used to bring great revenues into the 
Spanish treasury. She paid all of her own 
expenses ami as high as 83»,000,000 a year 
additional. 
Now, with everything loaded 


down with taxes, she is a drain upon her 
mother country, costing above her rev- 
enue about J8,000,000 every yeur. - The re- 
«ult is ruin to Spain and ruin to Cuba. At' 
for us, we aro her chief customer, the United 
States taking 80 por cent of her exports. 


But first let me tell you something about this 


island, in which we are so much interested. 
Its picture upon the map gives no idea of its 
extent nor Its character. 
It is 130 miles 


south of Florida, ami it forms the key to the 
Oulf of Mexico. It divides the entrance to 
the gulf and the outlet to the Mtadsstppi 
river's sea transportation into two channels, 
each about 1UO imleH in width, and practically 
controls our ocean access to the great south- 
cm half of our country. It also guards the 
Iitbmusof Panama, and will be a fortifica- 
tion point (or any ship uuiial »r ship railroad 
across tho Isthmus.

Qayly dressed Mmorita* in 
mantillas walk about witn Cuban dudes, and 
every one chatters gayly. There are many 
fine turnouts driven by tho better clus.ses, and 
1 see some coachmen here who «roul<l be 
swells in Washington.

Still the style of Cuba has sadly uunedof 


Imte, and the Cuban millionaire is no longer 
found at American watering plarts 
The 


aoll ot Cuba is as rich as any in the world, 
but the Cubans are poor. Sugar and tobacco 
have been the island's chief souicoot' profit 
for years, and the manufacture of beet sugar 
has so reduced the price of cane sugar that 
the most of the sugar estates of Cuba ar« now 
running at a loss 
It takes lots of money 


to run a sugar estate, uud 
there aro 


some ill Cuba I 
am 
told 
which cost 


as much as &it)0,000 a year. 
When it is re- 


membered that some of these estates are from 
600 to 10,1X10 acres ill extent, it will be seen 
that this not improbable. The taxes, lion 
ever, keep on nil the same, and I'tllmn tttxa 
tlon is reduced to a science. They would tax 
the air here if they could get any adequate 
measuru by which tr> regulate it. They do 
tax everything else. The steamer Mascotte, 
which carries tho mail to the United States, 
has to pay o tar of t3(X) every time it enters 
the harbor at Havana. Travelers aro tuxec 
tl apiece upon their passports, uud this hote 
in which I write this letter, after paying a 
number of hundred dollars for the privilege 
of doing business, is taxed tlvo rents for each 
name on its register, und it bus to put a 
revenue stamp of that amount opposite 
each name. 
This is a new tux, and th 


landlord of this hotel did not at

observe it. The omission was discovered am 
ho was fined 1800. Tho call drivers pay a 
heavy tax, ami the boatmen who land pas 
sengers in tho harbor have to liny a license 
Small retail stores pay $300 a year, and a 
their business Increases they pay more. Garb 
tradesman is taxed a certain amount foi 
every letter on his sign, and clerks must pay 
2X per cent, of their quarterly salaries. Th 
thousand miles of railway m Havana an 
taxed 10 per cent, of all the freight, nnd pas 
saee money they receive, and every citizoi 
of Havana has to pay t5 a year for a docu 
ment of identification or passport for horn 
use. These are but a few items ot taxatioi 
of which I have beard.

Speaking of the Cubans, the populatio 


hero is a succotash of native Cubans or cie 
oles, negroes, Chinese and Spaniards. Th 
Spaniards are the ruling and in general tli 
business class. The Creoles are the rovolu 
tionists, and the Chinese, negroes and some o 
the circles the laborers. 
There ore abon 


500,000 negroes in Cubn, 'R),(IOO ('hineso, an 
the remainder are Spaniards and Creoles 
The negroes are far different from the Amer- 
ican negro in that they seem to have no life 
or joyousness about them. They look ugly 
and sad. Home of the wealthier of them 
rank very well. Some of thew. are seen 
riding in cabs and putting on us murh style 
as the bead waiter of a Saratoga hotel. The 
Chinese of Cuba are of tbo lowest grade. 
They are the oft'springof the coolies, and they 
frequently intermarry with negroes. They 
have a Chinese market In Havana and u Chi- 
nese theatre.

FHILAOBLPIIIA, April li.—It was a big 


day for Philadelphia that brought out the 


ews of Stephen Qirard's will. 
It was a 


,|g day for many a poor boy yet un- 
oorn. That day was in the year of the 
iourbou expulsions in France; those fierce 
ays of hot July, 1830, when Girard's country- 


men won liberty and sent a thrill of joy 
through the young republic on this side tbe 
water. It was in that year, too, that Pbila- 
elphia's streets were oi»ned to unrestricted 
ravel on Sunday un-l the chains which 
tretcbed aoixws the ib-nfnighfares at each 
nd of a. block in woii h a church was located 
were taken down. Till then chains were bung 
across the streets during services on Sunday 
under u power given by the legislature, which 
ri 17(>.-i thought tbe worshipers should have 
»ai» and quiet, and that peace and quiet 
-•ould best bu gained by stopping the travel 
over streets in front of the houses of worship. 
rho day after that year's Christmas old 
Stephen Uirard quietly lay doWn in hisqualnt 
no-story block glazed brick house on Water 
street, above Market, and died. Died at ten 
and a half years beyond man's allotted three 
score and ten, and left all his building*, bis 
broad acres, his bonds, bis ship* and his hard 
earned cash—$7,000,000 counting bis wealth- 
eft it all for the better comfort of fellow 
Deings then living and for coming genera- 
tions. That was a fabulous fortune in those 
days. 


Take u look at thu college with me to-day. 


Inside tbe high stone walls that surround tbe 
grass lawns, the stately trees, the two bathing 
pools,are un even two dozen substantially built 
nuildings, and in them 1,200 boys are growing 
into usel'uluess, as their beads and hands are 
conjointly trained. There are 119 directors and 
teachers, from President Fetterolf down, in- 
cluding teachers of reading, writing, arith- 
metic, languages, 
music, tbe mechanical 


arts and military tactics.

Shreeve, who presides over that large house- 
hold whichspent 1158,090.86 hut year. Think 
of the daily routine of school duties, of mili- 
tary drills with their own band, of tinkering 
in the shops, besmiitting in the foundry, filing 
and chiseling amid the movements of belts 
and whirr of machinery, planning and sawing 
and planing and carving away (457,589.69 in 
one year, till tbe total expense of this con- 
stantly changing town in the heart of our 
city is swelled to $815,864.88. Then think 
of that 
*'-! UUO.OUU swelled out 
till the 


men whose duty ib is to place values upon 
property don't know how much that walled 
town is worth, but roughly guess It to be j 
worth $7,000,1X10, as much as tbe founder left 
behind. Then think of Stephen Uirard as a 
great man. Wouldn't he be awed by his own 
work if he could rise and see it as you and 1 
see it? Perhaps he would. Perhaps he saw 
through those fifty-six vears and knew what 
his »2,000,000 would ultimately do.

of the precaution necessary to keep up tbe 
sanitary condition of that town of boys

only between 0 and 10, and must leave at 18— 
so that tbe death rate in one year is ono half 
of 1 per cent., while in the big city surround- 
ing them the rate is J per cent. Think of 
the constantly changing regiments of boys 
who have come and gone since Girard's 
portrait in tbe vaulted hallway looked 
down upon their first predecessors two days 
after tho Christmas of '47. The applicants 
for admission increase in number as the 
college increases in usefulness, and, after 
several years' necessary crowding, room was 
made for 400 more boys last year when the 
now building, "No. 9," was completed, and 
very little short of. $160,000 was spent upon it. 


That Girard did look ahead with wonderful 


wisdom is evidenced by his provision for the 
boys after they leave the college, for as they 
grow toward the age of departure from its 
precincts positions are secured for them, and 
business men and tradesmen aro usually glad 
to get boys who have passed through the 
discipline nnd training of Girard college. As 
particular stress was laid upon the study of 
navigation by Uirard in bis will tbe school 
ship which the secretary of the navy has 
promised to provide for Philadelphia will be 
an excellent continuation of the education of 
those boys who desire it, 


Girard originally intended that tbe institu- 


tion should be located in the block bounded 
by Eleventh, Twelfth, Market and Uirard 
streets. His will is voluminous, because of 
directions for this college as be designed it 
should stand. 
He even detailed the construc- 


tion of the floors, the rooms, the stairways, 
tho windows and doors aod tbe manner of 
ventilation and heating. 
But it was a wise 


move to locate it elsewhere, for Philadelphia 
ho>s grown since old Uirard died, and its busi- 
ness demands all thu spare it can get to de- 
velop and progress in. 
• 


There stands to-day on part of the ground 


designed for the college one of the largest: 
buildings in this city. It is all iron. It U an 
imposing white pile of seven stories, and ate 
up 1875,000 in its construction. It is a fitting 
architectural companion to the great granite 
government pile two squares below it. Phila- 
delphia's largest wholesale dry goods bouse 


in it now. This huge building is but 


the beginning of a series of improvements of 
this block 
Meaner stores and some brick 


dwellings were torn down to give it a resting 
place. Tbe occupants of all the stores along 
Market.sti-eot west from it to Twelfth street, 
and the houses buck on Girard street, have 
been notified to move. When all are out these 
buildings will be razed, and a block of fine 
structures, possibly a big hotel, will take their 
places. These improvements are character- 
istic of Girard's life and tbe provisions of his 
will. Thu fund he left for changing Delaware 
avenue from a cramped, narrow thorough- 
fare, along the river front, to a brood, wide 
avenue, along which myriad vehicles run in a 
solid mass all day long, and keeping the 
streets eastof Front, twtween Vine and Bouth, 
in a presentable appearance, was one of the 
big things Girard did for Philadelphia, and 
another evidence of hit) ability* to look abwld
